VM.AS' KETISIOX. 


The .Postmaster-General About to 


Issne a New Kditlou of Postoflice 
Knles. 


WASHINGTON, July 
13.—Postmaster 


Pearson spent all day to-day closeted 
with 
Postmaster-General 
Vilas and 


Judge Bryant going over the manuscript 
for the new postal laws and regulations. 
Three months ago the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral and his old law partner, Eryant, 
undertook the revision of all the laws 
now on the statute books relating to the 
postal service. The old revision was 
over ten years old and a poor one at 
that. "It was edited with a shovel," 
said Judge Bryant. 
Besides the printed 


edition was exhausted and over 8,000 
Postmasters in the country had never 
seen a copy and were running their 
offices without any definite general in- 
structions to refer to. 


Fifteen years ago the Postmaster- 


General and his partner edited the re- 
ports of the Wisconsin Supreme Court 
decisions down to the twenty-second 
volume. Their annotations have always 
been highly praised by the Wisconsin 
bar. Judge Bryant is also ths author 
of an excellent Justice's manual for his 
State. 
So to both lawyers it was more 


a legal diversion than a task to revine 
the postal laws. They tore the old book 
nil to mincemeat and classified every- 
thing anew on a comprehensive wel!-ai- 
ticnlatod plan, and, dividing np the 
subjests, went to work writing and dic- 
tating the new volume. It is safe to 
say the postal laws were never SD well 
arranged or edited before. The whole 
book has gone through the hands of the 
Postmaster-General, and hundreds of 
pages have been wholly rewritten in his 
large, round, legible hand, which the 
printers at the Government printing of- 
fice say is the most business-like thai 
comes to their hook. 


Mr. Pearson went over the chapters 


pertaining to the international postal 
service, and those on distribution in 
the large offices ho found little to criti- 
cise in arrangement or subject matter. 
The new laws will not be published be- 
fore Fall, and the edition will probably 
be 100,000 to start with. 


The Secretary of State has received 


through the German Minister at Wash- 
ington, from the Emperor of Germany, 
a check for $1,000 and two handsome 
gold watches, embellished with the 
monogram of the Emperor, with the re- 
quest that the money be divided equally 
among the families of the five members 
of the life-saving crew at Dam Neck 
Mills Station, Va., who lost then- lives 
in attempting to rescue the crew of the 
German ship Elizabeth, on the 8th ol 
January last, and that the watches be 
presented to Frank Tedeford and James 
Etheridge, the only survivors of the life- 
saving crew. The money and watches 
have been turned over to General Su- 
perintendent Kimball for distribution. 


Secretary Whitney has not yet decid- 


ed what action to take on the report o 
the Second Board of Survey on the 
Hartford, 
Farragut's old 
flag-ship. 


Meantime work ou her is being pushed 
under orders issued by the Secretary on 
receipt of the report of the first survey 
jt is the general impression that the 
Secretary will direct that her repairs be 
discontinued, now that he has learned 
their cost would exceed the 20 per cent, 
limit. 
Naval officers, however, are 


confident that the vessel will be repaired 
eventually, and that if the Secretary^ 
feels constrained to stop repairs now he 
will ask for a special appropriation next 
Winter to put the old vessel in a sea- 
worthy condition again.

WAB VESSELS. 


Ship Builders Snowing a Lively In- 


t«rc«t In the Contract Awards. 


WASHINGTON, Joly 20.—It is stated at 


the Navy Department that notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the changes now being 
made in the plans for the machinery of 
:he two 19-knot vessels will not be com- 
pleted before August, Secretary Whitney 
t»as concluded not to postpone the open- 
ing of bids, bat to award the contracts 
subject to the proposed modifications. 
The plans and specifications for the five 
vessels, bids on which are to be opened 
August 1st, are in great demand. The 
vessels now under advertisement nre the 
Newark, two 19-knot cruisers und two 


unboats. Tho Act under which their 


construction is authorized requires that 
one of the cruisers shall be built on the 
Pacific Coast, one on the Gulf Coast 
and one on the Atlantic Coaet. The lo- 
cality of their construction is, however, 
in a large degree, left to the discretion 
of the Secretary of the Navy. The re- 
quirement that one of the vessels should 
be constructed on the Gulf Coast was 
inserted in the Act to mollify Southern 
statesmen, who thought the ship build- 
ing interests of the South should not be 
neglected. If there are any ship build- 
ers^ in the South they have not shown 
an interest in the clause inserted in the 
Act for their special benefit. It is stated 
at the Navy Department that no requests 
for plans have been received from any 
plnoo south of Baltimore. Competition 
for the construction of the cruisers as- 
signed the Gulf people, therefore, will 
be confined to the Eastern and Western 
ship builders.

T1IE SILVER SITUATION. 


Tho Carson Index-Union wisely re- 


marks: 


Nevada is always interested in the 


inancial questions growing out of the 
large production of precious metals 
which annually calls attention to us 
From the world's money centers. As 
sound, able and conservative a review of 
the situation as any we have lately seen 
is to be found in the columns of the San 
Francisco Mining and Scientific Press. 
We cull therefrom that the chief argu- 
ment urged against a more free coinage 
of silver in the United States was that 
it would .tend to drain the country of 
its gold, and, if adopted, would soon so 
reduce our stock of that metal as to pro- 
duce widespread financial and commer- 
cial embarrassment. In far as a more 
liberal silver policy has been pursued, 
it has not only failed to verify such 
prediction, but had the contrary effect. 
Gold has all the while been flowing 
this way, and is now coming into the 
country more freely than ever. The 
truth is, the factors that enter into these 
fiscal calculations are so uncertain that 
they are worth very little as the basis of 
either 
business 
or speculation. As 


guides to legislation they are, of course, 
worth just as little. 


As for these United States, our in- 


crement pof the precious metals is not 
keeping pace with that of our business 
and population. 
We want more gold, 


and silver too. All that ia produced 
fails to meet the demands of our vast 
and rapidly growing industries, which 
it is believed might readily absorb and 
assimilate much more than they now 
do. What are these $50,000,000 of sil- 
ver or a little more, which we produce 
annually, when they come to be distri- 
buted among 65,000,000 inhabitants, a 
good deal of it being sent away to other 
countries? Not a dollar per capita of 
our 
population. 
We believe every 


ounce of silver mined in this Republic 
ought to be coined if the owner so de- 
sires, and is willing to pay cost of coin- 
age. If it do not all enter at once into 
circulation, it is then in shape to cir- 
culate should there be call for it. We 
have never experienced any glut of sil- 
ver in California, although we produce 
a good deal of the metal and immense 
quantities come into the State to be 
parted, refined and coined. It is with 
our people a favorite money, no one re- 
fusing to take it in considerable sums 
without discount. It is almost always 
in demand here for making change, re- 
tail dealers being often put to much in- 
convenience through an insufficiency of 
it for such purpose. Some of the 
smaller coins aro at this time extremely 
scarce. 


If there be need for won im ant over 


this silver question, we may safely 
lenve that to the effete and moribund 
nations of the Old World, who, with 
their decaying energies and their nn- 
oprtain future, may not Joel like en- 
gorging their currency with a metal too 
cumbersome for their sluggish currents 
of trade; but which we, with our virgin 
mines to work, our vacant territory to 
settle, our 
no any new enterprises to 


pr*secnte, and oar many new industries 
to build up, might absorb to almost any 
extent, not only without detriment but 
to our manifest profit. A country that 
is increasing the number of its inhabi- 
tants at the rate of more than a million 
a year, the growth of all its material 
interests being at a like ratio, which 
has three States seeking admission to 
the Union, with territory to make a 
dozen more, can stand a heavy augmen- 
tation of its metalic currency, whether 
it be gold, silver, or both. These men 
who ura so timorous that a few addi- 
tional silver dollars will have the effect 
to demoralize the financial affairs of 
this country, do not appreciate what is 
CDinitg any more than they compre- 
hend what has already come. One 
needs to have an intelligent understand- 
ing of the conditions, wants, and capa- 
bilities of this great and growing com- 
monwealth to legislate or even financier 
intelligently. 


FIFTY-CENT COLUMN. 


RESERVATION. 


The Walker Lake Bulletin says: 
The people of this county regardless 


of political difference are as one re- 
specting the nselessnesa of retaining the 
Walker River Reservation. Every can- 
didate who comes here promises to do 
something and nothing is done. While 
it will be admitted that the Indians do 
riot use the land at all, that is, the land 
surrounding the lake, and while it will 
also be admitted that the lake is spar- 
ingly used by them, the idea is allowed 
to remain iu Washington that it is a 
case of Indian prosecution. All of this 
is simply nonsense. 
If the Southern 


half of the Reservation were abandoned 
white men would immediately begin to 
prospect and fish and the Flutes could 
follow them. The Indians would have 
the same privileges that they now have 
and encouraged by the presence of white 
men from whom they could beg an oc- 
casional meal, or for whom they could 
do an occasional chore they would make 
much more use of the territory and get 
more benefit from it than at presenc. 
It is not claimed that the fishing -would 
add any immense sums to our revenue 
or that a very large number of men 
would make a living from the lake, but 
there would be an addition and there 
would be a business for white men 
where now there is none. Of course 
the value of the mountains as treasure 
vaults is to be determined but all ex- 
perienced prospectors who have seen 
the country are satisfied that many rich 
ledges exist, none of which can be de- 
veloped while the Indian authorities 
hold their line around the territory. 
It is certain that were the country 
opened there would be a crowd of pros- 
pectors ready to go in and learn what 
is there. 


LONDON'S INCBEASB or POPULATION.— 


We can well imagine the feelings of the 
Qaeen on passing from her native vil- 
lage, Kensington, now an opulent bor- 
ough to Westminster recently, as she 
reflected upon the immense' progress 
made by the metropolis in every respect 
since the day of her coronation. From 
the beginning of the century London has 
increased in population from 864,000 to 
nearly 4,500,000, and it is fair to sup- 
pose that before the century expires not 
less than 4,000,000 to 5,000,000 will 
have been added to tho sum of human 
beings who in 1801 comprised all its in- 
habitants. — Galigani's Messenger, of 
Paris.

HAWTHOBNK DISTEICT.—The Walker 


Lake Bulletin flays: 


While as is always the case where dis- 


coveries of very rich gold rock are made 
the stories that are heard away from 
Hawthorne district are considerably ex- 
aggerated, the fact still remains that 
there is more money being made there 
at present than ever before.
